My Lorn, Famaica, OF. 20. 1780. 

AM forry to be under the difagreeable neceffity of informing your 

Lordibip of one of the moft dreadful calamities that has happen- 
ed to this colony within the memory of the oldeft inhabitant. 

On Monday the 2d intlant, the weather being very clofe, the tky 
ona fudden:- became very much overcait, and an uncommon elevation 
of the fea imine ately followed. Whillt the unhappy fettlers at Sa- 
vanna la Mar were obierviny this extraordinary phenomenon, the fea 
broke fuddenly ia upon the town, and on its retreat {wept every thing 
away with it, f as not to leave the fimalleft veitige of man, beat, or 
houie behind. This molt dreadful catattrophe was fucceeded by the 
moft tervible hurricane that ever was felt in this.country, with repeat- 


* ed fhocks of an earth yjvake, which hag almolt totally demolithed every 


building in the parithes of Weitmoreland, Hanover, part of St James's, 
and fome part’ of Elizabeth's, and killed numbers of the white inhabi- 
tants, as well as of the negroes. The wretched inhabitants are in a 
truly wretched fituation, not a houte ftanding to thelter them from the 
ihclemensy of the weather, nor clothes to cover them, every thing 
being ieft inthe general wreck, and, what is till move dreadful, fa- 
mine daiig them full in the face. 

‘Yo obviate in fome degree the confequence of this moft dreadful ca- 
lamity, I have called a meeting of the Kingfton merchants, who have 
generonfly fent down to the unhappy fufferers 19,000 |. value in differ 
ent kiads of provilions, cloathing, &c. which will be a temporary re- 
ef, until their didreffes can be more effectually relieved, either from 
ho ue or from America, whither I am fending fome veflels in quett of 
rice, or fhch other. provifions as can be procured. In the parith of 
Weittmoreland, the damage, by the report of the Committee appoint- 
ed to take into confidevation the amount of their lofles, amounts to 
soul L. this curreney : In that of Hanover, one fourth of the abfo- 
ute property is lolt forever : In that of St James's, the ravage, tho’ 
very great, yet has net been fo fatal as in the other two. In thort, my 
Lord, the devaitation is immenfe. The inclofed paper may give your 
Lord ip fome faint idea of the diftreffes of the poor inhabitants, who 
now look up to their molt gracious Sovereign, ia their teuly calamitous 


‘fituation, for fome alleviation af their very great ‘urferihgs. 


The Monarch tranfport, having the Spanith prifoners from St John's 
on board, failed from Savannah-la-Mar on her way to Kington on the 
rt of October, but not having been heard of fince, it is much feared 
that the alfo has.expericuced the dreadful effects of the late hurricane, 
and that every foul on beard periihed.

S se remaisiag diftreffed inhabitants of the place where Savannah 
_la Mar once ftood, beg leave to acquaint your Excellency of a 
moft dreadful calamity which befel that unfortnnate.town on Tuefday 
the 3d inftant. The weather had appeared very indifferent for fome 
days before, but thatnorning the. wind became more violent than u- 
foal, with a moft'terrible ff of the fea, which, by afternoon, in-- 
creafed to fuch a degree, that it has not left the wreck of fix houfes 
on beth the Bay and Savannah, and not lef$ than 300 people of all co- 
lors, were drowned or buried ia the ruins. Such terrible hayock was 
nover feen in the memory of the oldeft.perfon here, nor can words, or 
writing convey an idea fuitable to the difmal fcene. 

Our-acecounts from the country, and alfo from Hanover, are equally 
inelanchely ; farce a houfe ftanding on any eltate, and all the provi- 
fions deftroyed. It is fome comfort, however, to underitand, that the 
violence has not extended very far, and that the linc may péchaps be 
drawn from Bluefields directly northwards. .

‘They have landed 800 
men.in the neighbourhood of Portimouth, and fome more in 
the bay-fide of Princefs Anne coupty. On the 23d ult. in

Cornwallis wheeled ‘from Charloite. On the 14th Colonel 
Davidfon entered the town. ‘The enemy feem to have gone off 
in great hafte ; they left their kettles.on the fire. Twenty-five 
waggons,. which were left-about five miles from the town, fell 
into our hands ; and meafares were taken by Colonel Davidfon 
to harrafs the enemy in their retreat, until, other troups can 
come up. The lateft account is, that Colonel Davie, with a 
body of horfe, was in purfuit of the enemy, and that the troops 
under General Sumner, Drigadier-General Morgan, &c. were 
in motion, to intercept and cut off their retreat; fo that we are 
in hopes foon to be enabled. to give our readers fome very im- 
portant and agreeable accounts from «hat quarter. 

It is alfo reported and generally believed, that Col. Clark, 
with a party of Carolinians and Georgians, furprifed and took 
Augufta at the very moment the Commandant of ‘that town was
